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AMSAT-UK officials at the University 
of Surrey in England continue to perform 
tests of the spacecraft and experiment 
systems aboard UOSAT-OSCAR 9. The naviga- 
tion magnetometers which would have all- 
owed direct readout of the satellites or- 
ientation with respect to Earth have been 
inoperative due to extremely low temp- 
eratures aboard the spacecraft. Undaunted, 
AMSAT-UK has determined the orientation 
and motion of the satellite from numerous 
telemetered measurements of current provid- 
ed by each of the four solar cell panels 
and from the rate of QSB on the beacon 
Signal. They have developed a computer 
program to operate a set of on-board elec- 
tromagnets which will interact with 
Earth's magnetic field when activated to 
damp the motions of the craft and even- 
tually stabilize it. Once that is accom- 
lished, a 50 foot boom will be extended 
which will cause the satellite to maintain 
an attitude with the "bottom" pointing to- 
ward Earth. 


OSCAR 9's charge-coupled-device cam- 
era has been tested successfully using a 
test pattern and by transmitting a "dark 
sky" photograph. Tests of the voice syn- 
thesizer for telemetry readout have been 
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performed. Here in Raleigh, Walt, KD4JU, 
reports reception of the synthesizer 
tests on November 7 from 1538 to 1548 
EST. He says the male voice was of ex- 
cellent quality and recited the alphabet, 
numbers and measurement units. His de- 
scription of the test was later confirmed 
by AMSAT. Walt also reported receiving 
OSCAR 9 ASCII telemetry on November 2 and 
12, saying that the signal peaked at S5. 
Wayne, KD42ZK, has received the beacon on 
several occasions and has requested track- 
ing and orbital prediction information to 
aid him in developing a computer program 
to perform these functions. I receive fa- 
vorable comments on the column from time 
to time but it is particularly gratifying 
to- receive these reports and requests for 
more information. 


Reports from"usually reliable" 
sources in the U.S.S.R. indicate that the 
launch of three Soviet amateur radio sat- 
ellites is "inminent". Each is equipped 
with a mode A transponder, each 40 kHz 
wide with a beacon at each end of the 
passband. At this time it is not known if 
the three spacecraft will be in a cluster 
or separated by some distance. More if and 
when it happens. 


Work continues on the Phase 3B space- 
craft. Current activities include instal- 
lation of the wiring harness and construc- 
tion of the printed circuit board for con- 
trol of the liquid-fueled kick motor. The 
ARIENE launch schedule now has the Phase 
3B launch taking place on July 6, 1982. 


Operation of OSCAR 8 continues to be 
nominal.

*** THE GAIN GAME «** 


As we have discussed in two pre- 
vious notes, the higuer one can 

get his antenna, tlhe better up to 

a point. For distances between 
S.ations of one to two thousand 
Mites, typical for single hop via 

F, layer, experiments performed in 
tie 1940's showed received signal 
strengths increased by 3 db for 
every doubling of the height of the 
transmitting antenna. This experi- 
ment was performed at frequencies 
of from 10 to 20 Mhz with antenna 
heights between 1/2 and 2.5 wave- 
lengths. 


At heights below 1/2 wavelength, the 
signal strength increases very rapidly 
with increasing neight, and conversely 
as the heigi.t is lowered, the signal 
strength diminishes just as rapidly. 


If, however, you need strong signals 
'at areas closer in than the maximum 
single hop distance, say out to 200 
to 300 miles, the lower antenna will 
outperform the higher one. The rea- 
son for this is that the lower one 
nas a higher vertical angle of rad- 
iation and hence a shorter one hop 
skip distance. As a matter of fact, 
for one state coverage, as in the 
area traffic nets on 80 meters, the 
loudest signals are those with low 
dipoles or inverted vees; i.e. about 
GO) to,50: £t up. 


All this just goes to prove what was 
printed in the book by Collins Radio 
back in the 50's that height was not 
the answer to many communications 
problems and lower antennas frequently 
Outperformed higher ones over certain 
paths and circuits. 


High antennas are still desirable for 
many conditions and reasons, especially 
by those of us hacking our way through 
tne, Dx jungle. -Just..don't get excited 
if your neighbor with 200 W and a di- 
pole gets the same signal report as 
you (with 1 KW and 3-el beam) in West 
Virginia on 20 meters. Its to be ex- 
pected by theory! Along these lines, 
I had some interesting results last 
Winter which I will share. 


I had up the following antennas which 
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could be used on forty meters: 

1) a dipole at 40 ft, broadside 
to the NW 

2) a full wave delta loop, broad- 
side to the NE 

3) an extended double Zepp, 184 ft 
long at 60 ft major lobe to NE 

4) a long wire, 200 ft long to NW 
Sechrous2 Olio 50) ft. 


Locally, that is from Md to Fla and 
Over to Ms etc..the dipole was mostly 
the best “except to the NE where the 
loop always was 4-6 db stronger than 
any other antenna. 


To Europe the Zepp nearly always was 
the best but sometimes the loop was 
neck and neck. Both always were 
better than the dipole by 6 db at 
least. 


To North Africa, the long Wire out- 
performed everything. (Orientation 
I think.) However to South Africa, 
the long wire was no good and the 

delta loop again was the best, al- 
though only marginally so: over the 


Zepp. 


To the Pacific, only the long wire 
made it usually, so comparisons are 
not very good. I did work VK land 
off the dipole some with 569 reports. 


The theoretical gain of the Zepp over 
the dipole is about 3 db. It is 
also higher giving a couple of more 
db in the major direction. The loop 
has a 2 db gain over the dipole and 
in my experience seems to have a 
lower radiation angle. The long 
wire can have a gain of a db or so 
in certain directions (mostly about 
45° to the wire at two wavelengths) 
but its field is quite complicated. 


For this Winter, I am planning some 
experiments using the rotating dipole 
on 40 at 85 ft along with some loops 
and inverted vees in comparison with 
the dipole. Will let you know the 
results.
